GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


General  medical  and  surgical  services  were  supplied 
mainly  by  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  with  outpatient 
lacilities  at  Newquay  and  Bodmin  for  all  the  major  specialities, 
acilities  for  the  treatment  of  mental  illness  was  available  at  the 
St. Lawrence  s  Hospital,  Bodmin.  Ante-natal  and  Gynaecological 
outpatient  facilities  were  provided  in  Wadebridge  on  County  Council 
premises,  with  hospital  services  at  Redruth. 

2.  jaTprtttory  Services .  Routine  public  health  samples  were  submitted 

to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  Centre  in  Truro. 


3*  Local  Authority  Services. 

(a)  Ambplance  Service.  The  principle  source  of  hospital 
transport  is  provided  by  the  Main  Station  in  Bodmin,  supported  b$?  the 
Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  in  Padstow.  Transport  to 
outpatients  when  needed  was  provided  by  the  County  Council  vehicles,  or 

by  the  voluntary  Car  Service.  The  service  was  adequate  during  the 
year. 


(b)  Hom^urging,  KLdwifery  &  Health  Visiting.  Two  nurses 
undertook  combined  duties  in  Padstow  and  Trevone.  Twenty  domiciliary 
confinements  were  attended  during  19&5*  Twenty  seven  births  took 
place  in  hospital. 

il^?e »  Advice  on  infant  care  was  given  by  the 
nurses,  supported  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  held  each  month  in  the 
hurch  Hall.  Also  available  were  all  the  current  protective 

inoculations.  The  average  attendance  at  the  centre  was  19. 7  per  session. 

-^Apcination  &  Immunisation.  Protective  inoculations 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis 
were  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  the  Family  Doctor. 

Booster  doses  were  given  in  schools,  and  protection  against  tuberculosis 
was  available  to  children  entering  County  Secondary  Schools. 

(e)  -HomG  HelP  Service.  Domestic  help  was  supplied  by  seven 
spare  time  home-helps,  assisting  some  eight  families.  The  majority  of 
cases  were  eLderly  and  inf ire. 

Services.  The  Family  Planning  Association 
hold  two  clinics  per  month  in  Wadebridge  on  the  County  Council  premises. 

The  application  of  the  intra-uterine  device  became  available  during  the 
year. 


111.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


~^t-e.r.  Supplies,  The  supplying  authority  for  water  was  the  North 
Cornwall  Water  Board,  whose  De  Lank  Works  v/as  the  major  source  of  supply. 
The  town's  supply  was  supplemented  by  the  local  souree  at  Crackrattle 
when  insufficient  quantity  was  available  from  De  Lank.  Forty  samples 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  reported  to 
be  satisfactory.  Five  samples  were  submitted  from  the  local  supply  to 
Hawker  s  Cove,  and  one  was  reported  to  be  polluted.  A  request  was  made 
to  the  Board  for  an  extension  of  mains  to  the  houses  at  Hawker's  Cove. 

The  average  Ph  of  the  main  supply  was  neutral  and  the  water  was  not 

regarded  as  plumbo  solvent.  Some  twenty  five  houses  were  not  connected 
to  the  mains  supply. 
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ewe ra^e  agdjfewage  Disposal.  Grade  sewage  is  still  discharged  into 

mu  ^aJnel  Estuary  at  all  times  of  the  tide,  from  several  outfalls, 
ihe  Irevone  sewer  discharges  untreated  sev/age  to  a  sea  outfall.  This 
received  some  damage  during  the  winter  gales.  Consulting  engineers  are 
still  investigating  various  schemes  for  the  provision  of  adequate 
arrangements  in  the  district,  including  joining  with  the  new  service 
under  construction  by  the  Wadebridge  Rural  District  Council  for  St. 

Merryn  parish. 

— --Uve  Nisposal^  An  extension  of  the  lease  to  March,  1967,  at  Credis 
permitted  the  Council  to  continue  to  deposit  refuse  at  this  site. 

Although  only  partially  controlled,  the  site  gave  rise  to  no  serious 
complaint  during  the  year. 

No  additional  provisions  were  made  for  caravans  during 
1  ^  p.  Holidaymakers  continued  to  use  indiscriminately,  the  verges  and 
lay-bys  in  the  district  for  overnight  stays,  with  some  resulting  nuisance.
